FTER all the delay 
the announcement in 
the POsT- DISPATCH 
last evening that the 
balioon would go ‘up 
to-day was received 
with pleasure through- 
out the city. The 
public was possessed 
of the tip almost as 
soon as the decision 
for the ascent was 
made, and imme- 
‘diately upon that de- 
cision preparations 
for the ascension were 
begun. The first thing 
todo was to get the 
balloon from Ar-

P* aSportsman’s Park. 

Since its arrival 


the drill-room of 
the Armory, and 
to expel this air from it was the first step. 
This was apparently an easy task, but it took 
forty men three hours to accomplish it. 
These men were immediately engaged as 
goon as the time of the ascension 
was determined, and worked under the direc- 
tion of A. K. Moore and J. B. Tallmadge. The 
baloon was stretched out 
on its side and was not 
more than one-third in- 
dated, as with that much 
air in it reached to the 
rafters of the building. . 
It was a motley h gater- 
ing that the aeronaut 
and his assistant had 
for helpers, men being 
picked up wherever 
they could be found.

J. . Doughty, Pho- a task that consumed 
tographer. over a half-hour. It was 
folded lengthwise ina number of layers, the 
men ranging themselves alongside the bal- 
loon and laying it over seam by seam. 
When this had been accomplished the men 
raised the balloon and, getting their shoulders 
under it, proceeded down stairs. It was a 
terribie load and very slow progréss was made. 
One unfortunate, who felt the load too heavy 
on his shoulder, conéeived the idea of getting 
entirely under it and carrying his share of the 
weight on his back. He was taken out after 
considerable difficulty, a little sore, but not 
seriously injured. A transfer wagon was in 


waiting in front of the building and into this 
the balloon was placed, Tallmadge got 
in with the driver and accompanied 
the air-ship to Sportsman’s Park. 
Mr. Moore and about a dozen men also went 


out in street cars, the remainder of the crew 
being discharged. 

A game of base ball was In progress on the 
grounds whenthe wagon arrived, and there 
was a short delay in consequence before the 
balloon could be placed on the diamond, the 
place selected for the filling. Atthe conclu- 
sion of the game, however, the huge roll of 
varnished cloth was hauled over and unloaded. 
As when the gir was expelled andthe canvas 
folded, the greatest care was observed in get- 
ting the balloon off the wagon, as the 
slightest hole meant danger. Once on 
the ground the work of spreading 
was commenced. It was folded in many lay- 
ers and was so huge and difficult to handle 
that it was found impossible to get it thor- 
oughly flattened. It was stretched sufficiently, 


however, to vermit of the ea@trance of the 


gas. Wher Ais much had been accomplished 
the nettip of the ballooy was placed on. So 
large wo he net that Mr. Moare thought it 
. be impossible to handle it in 
sual way. fter ping it to; 
vaive and atretc t over 
the’ balloon, five men in their stocking feet 
picked up sections of the net and proceeded to 
skin it over the vessel by walking forward over 
the cloth from the neck to the vaive and 
gathering up the cords as they went. This 
was found to be a very slow and extremely dif- 
ficult task, and the scheme was abandoned for 
the old system of carrying portions of the 
upper part of the net to either side of the bal- 
loon, and skinning it by walking back to- 
ward the valve. in this manner the 
job was accomplished, half of the net 
being thrown on the ground back of the bal- 
loon, the other balf remaining stretched over 
the vessel's surface, so that the net would ad- 
just itself when the baloon was hoisted and 
filled. A huge, perpendicular beam had been 
raised in the diamond near the pitcher’s box. 
A rope was fastened to the ton of it, and after 
the net had been securely tied to the valve the 
lowerend of the rope was passed through 
the ring of the vaive and run through a pulley 
on the east side of the grand stand. The head 
of the balloon was then raised about fifteen 
feet, and left in that position to await the 
work of filling. 

It was now close on to9 o’clock and A. E. 
Moore and Edward Duffy, the correspondent, 
who had been assisting in the work, returned 
to the southern to supper and rest before 
starting on their tiresome and perilous voyage 
ofto-day. The air was scarcely stirring at 
this hour, and as Mr. Moore was leaving he 
and Mr. Tallmadge remarked it was a gloriqus 
night for the filling of the balloon. It the 
weather remains this way all night.“ re- 
marked the latter, 1 could fill the 
ballvon without a particle of help. 
And this dead calm did remain 
for some time. Shortly after Moore left, Tull- 
madge inserted a huge funnel into the neck of 
of the balioon, tying the canvas securely 
aboutit. Then he fastened a pipe of oiled 
cloth over the other end of the funnel and this 
cloth pipe was connected with the gas main. 
The funnel was worked well up into the bual- 
loon, so that the gas would pour into the head 
first. Talimadge raised the cloth in littie 
mounds from the funnel to the top of 
the balloon, so that there would be 
a sort of tunnel way through 
which the gas could pass, This done, 
nothing was left but to wait until midnight, 
when the work of filling was to be commenced. 

It was now about 10:30 o'clock, and from 
that hour until midnight the time dragged 
—— slowly. When the balloon arrived at the 
park a large crowd assembled there and 
watched the preliminary arrangements for the 
ascent. They had all left by 9 o’clock and 
were not admitted again, all the gates of the 
park being kept locked. Nobody was present 
with the huge uir-sbip after that but the work-

THE NIGHT WATCH. 


Slow Hours Passed at Sportsman’s Park 
Filling the Balloon. 


At 11:45 James B. Tallmadge appeared on the 
ground and calling John McDonald, his faith- 
ful assistant, proceeded to straighten the 
folds of cloth about the tube end. In a few 
minutes he called for the gasmen and Dan 
O'Connell in the pit near the fence turned on 
aneasy flow of gas. The cock was opened 
less than one-fourth. Talimadge put 
the jacket of a bime overall suit 
on over his black alapaca duster, drew off his 
shoes and handled the folds of cloth gently 
that the gas might work its way between the 
sides of the balloon gradually. A hump four 
feet in height was soon formed near the neck 
of the ——

with about one sixth of the canvass involved 
in the distention. A few sand-bags were 
hooked on to the netting, andthe gas presa- 
ure was reduced, as Tallmadge did not wieh 
to inflate the alloon too much while 
he was unable to see whether the 
netting was straight or not. He had lost a fear 
of wind that predominated him earlier in the 
night. There was the most gentle kind of 
zephyr blowing miasma from the south, the 
sky was filled with stars that shone clear-cut 
as hotel clerks’ studs, There was a night hint 
of dampnessin the atmosphere; bat one 
no moon appeared it was possible to see to the 
Spring avenue fence from the Grand avenue 
side of the grand stand by the starlight. 

A few strangers strugtiled into the park soon 
after the filling operation began. Secretary 
of the Browns George Munson sat on some 
sand bags aud watched the inflation for an 
hour, until the rheumatism, lumbago and 
phthisis pulmonaris in tne air admonished him 
of the wisdom in the early-to-bed maxim. The 
other visitors followed suit, and the workmen 
were left alone with their mammoth charge. 
The helpers subsided when the sand bags 
were filled and sneaked away for a quiet 
snooze. The low gas pressure was gradually 
increased toward morning, though at 3:50 
o’clock, when the crowing of the poultry an- 
nounced the approach of day, there wss only 
about 6,000 feet per hour blowing into the Dal- 
loon. The top had swelled out until its infla- 
tion reached nearly to the neck and Talimadge 
had only to watcb the nettin He walked 
about it continually, adding now and 
then a sand bag the burden upon 
the meshes. As the stars began to fade he 
caulied for more sand-bays, one new one to be 
be alternated with each of the bags tormerly 
placed in line about the netting. 

Now came the interesting period in the pro- 
cess of filling. The huge balloon had been 
heaped up fixe a rick of hay fer an hour. 
When the new moon began to show itself in 
the northeast that side of the balloon sagged, 
and the opposite side filled out like the cheek 
of a small boy with the toothache. 
What influence the moon had cannot be 
stated, batit is safe to assume that it had 
none. The balloon sagged because it did not 
have equal pressure of gas all around the cur- 
rent, from the tube being directed against the 
southwest side. In order to straighten it, 
Tallmadge ordered the top rope siackened. 
Then the top descended slightly, causing the 
balloon to look very like a pumpkin, 
and a pumpkin, too, that ad lain 
on one side too long. But grad- 
ually the indented side filled out. The 
netting was hooked to more sand-bags, and a 
slightly heavier pressure of gas put on. The 
littie stars slipped ont of sight, the milky way 
had been gone an hour, and the moon grew 
faint in the increasing daylight. An up-too- 
early factory Whistle, some restiess canines, 
acow ortwo, and more poultry began te tell 
ot morning. The top of the balloon, the 
valve, lifted again, and made the hayrick 
simile available.

hen the birds began a hub- bub, theswalli ws 
twittering in the grand stand and some robins 
singing in the trees on Spring avenue and the 
East was painted with a rich Etruscan red, at 
four o’clock, Tallmadge ordered the full force 
and effect of the gas mains to be delivered. 
John O’Connors was in the pit handling the 
vaive and on the notice he turned it on full. 
The long oiled silk tube palpitated, the great 
belly of canvag trembled and rose. There was 
quick work forthe wearied Tallmadge and Me- 
Donald. Perspiration had penetrated through 
the former’s alpaca duster and blue jacket. 
The tails of the duster hung limp with the 
sweat that had run down the folds. 

The day dawned 8 There was a 
promise of good fortune in the clearness of 
the air, in the resonance of the air. One could 
almost hear the words of the robins in those 
Spring avenue trees from the Park seats. The 
helpers lolling in the grass at right fleld did 
not bave to be shouted to when Tallmadge, 
standing near the plate, wanted their assist- 
ance.

police cut holes in the lawn with their spurs 
to inspect the balloon, and then retired to the 
fence where Silas Brooks, the oldest aeronaut 
in the country, regaled them with anecdotes 
of the air. Atmospheric ma 4 might have 
been in the attenuation of truth, but not of 
necessity, for Brooks bas made 151 ascents in 
balloons and knows as much of the upper airas 
any unscientitic ascensionist, He has looked 
through the big end of opera glasses on this 
little world so much that ne has come to the 
belief there is not much good in it—not much 
beside old Robinson County—and he likes that 
little good plain. 

The car isthe largest and roomiest ever at- 
tached to a balloon. It is 12 feet long, 9 feet 
wide and 4 feet deep. There are many bed- 
chambers in St. Louis no longer or wider, and 
the limitation as to depth was not a limitation 
as to height, for the car was not . covered. 


Around the interior, about three feet from the 
upper surface, runs a seat on four des. This 
is covered with cushions, and an astrakan rug 
covers the bottom of the car. The ballast is 
placed under the seats. 

The lower part of the netting was disentan- 
gled and spread out on the grass. The opera- 
tion was anything but easy, for coarse as the 
meshes are their number is almost infinite, 
and coarse, rough cord has a positive antipa- 
thy for fingers. The netting has an air of del- 
icacy about it when draping the balioon, and 
really is less than one-fourth inch in diameter. 
Yet the strain one of those cords will 
endure is something marvelous. Aero- 
naut Moore wound this cord himself 
using shoe-thread as material. Each thread 
will, without breaking,sustain sixteen pounds, 
and wound into cord the breaking test is ma- 
terially changed. .

THE PROCESSION. 


How the Party of Acronauts Were Escorted 
to the Grounds, 


It was just 5 minutes before II o’clock 
when the procession of aeronants and rep- 
resentatives of the PosT-DrspaTcH left the 
local room of the paper and passed out on 
the street where the band wagon and 
three carriages were waiting. Postlewaite’s 
Band of twenty pieces sat in the big wagon, 
which bore on its sides in red and 
black lettets the announcement of the 
hour of the ascension. A banner 


swung to the sides of each of the four horges 
conveyed the same information. A large 
crowd had gathered in front of the office and 
just across the street. They recognized Mr. 
Moore and the rest of the aeronauts and gree 
them with many expressions of good wishes. 
Mr. A. E. Movre, the agaeronaut, Col. Ig. 
Kappner, business manager, and Nicole 
Staits, artist of the PosT-DISPATCH, sat in the 
first carriage. 
In the second carriage were H. Allen Hazen 
of the Signal Service Bureau, J. G. Doughty, 
the photographer of the party, and Mr. 
Doughty’s sister. Inthe third carriage were 
Edward Duffy, the WORLD and PoOSsT- DISPATCH 
correspondent and a PostT- DISPATCH reporter. 
At a given signal the procession moved west 
on Market street. It turned up 
Sixth street to Chestnut street, east 
on Chestnut to Fourth street, north on Fourth 
street to Washington avenue, west on Wash- 
ington avenue to Eleventh street. All along 
this line the streets were crowded and the 
windows of the stores and houses were 
filled with the curious. The carrier pigeons 
visibie in the last carriage seemed to attract 
the attention of the small boys on the route. 
Turning north on Eleventh street the 
procession moved to Franklin avenue, west 
on Franklin to Easton, to Glasgow avenue, 
north on Glasgow avenue to St. Louis avenne 
west, to Grand avenue, and north on Gran 
avenne to the park. At the intersec- 
tion of Easton and Franklin ave- 
nues a grip car made an able effort 
to break up the parade, but the gripman found 
he would be under the necessity of killing two 
reporters and several carrier pigeons to ac- 
complish this purpose and he abandoned it at 
the last moment. 
As the procession turned into the park it was 
grected with cheers, the band played, the lit- 
up their hats and even 
gave an extra swish 
The procession moved 
the outskirts oof the field 
and drew up at the rope which formed the 
limits ofthe balloon's resting place. Jump- 
ing out of the carriages the avronaut and the 
balance of the party Uodged under the ropes 
and went over to have a good look at the bal- 
loon. The big yellow bag had risen to an al- 
titude of 75 feet and was tugging and pulling 
at the netting cords which held it to the earth. 
The upper part was stretched to its greatest 
tension with its load of gas. The lower past 
swayed und flapped in the breeze and the two 
sides showed a disagreeable 
together near the neck where the ras 
ing in from the big yellow main.

Facts and Probabilities Outlined by Prof. 
Hazen ina Farewell Communication.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Since yesterday afternoon allthe conditions 
then noted have improved in the line of a rap- 
id fight in the upper currents toward the 
East. 


FACTS. 

During the past twenty-four hours the high 
pressure area which has acted asa barrier to 
the eastward waving current, for the past 
seven days has moved still further south and 
it can now serve only as a favoring cause in 
the enterprise of the WORLD and Fosr- Dis- 
PATOH. The presence of this high area can 
now only augment all upper agd lower cur- 
rents to the northeast and east of this city. 

The low-pressure area, which bas 
slowly moving eastward, is now central ov 
Minnesota, and has induced very brisk win 
in its vicinity. In addition to this low 
another has appeared descending from Can 
ada and rapidly moving southeast to the A 
lantic. coast. This low area is now central 
off the Massachasetts coast, and it seems 
probable that it will serve to inmoréase 
the velocity of the upper currents, which, as 
will readily be seen, are now receiving favor- 
ing impuldés from all sides. Instead 
of counting the stations having west or 
southwest winds, as for two days past, it is 
now needful to count only those which do not 
have the above directions. These may be 
considered as numbering only four within the 
desired region. The high pressure area in the 
west has split, and the portion nearest this 
city will give usa slight impuise toward the 
east. 


PROBABLE COURSE OF THE BALLOON. 

The principal interest just now is in the course 
the balloon will take.

THE CARRIER-PIGEONS. 


Twelve Messengers to Be Liberated To- 
Night and To-Morrow Morning. 


There were twelve carrier-pigeons in the 
basket of the balloon in charge of Mr. Duffy. 
Four of these were from Festus, Mo., six from 
Crystal City and two the property of Herman 
Roesch of this city.

They were 
hatched on March 12 last. Theother three are 
last year’s birds. Each bird has a spring on 
its leg and a ticket with a number.

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TRE BALLOON’S HISTORY. 


How It Was Made and When—Dimensions 
of the Monster. 


Soon after it was determined by the WorLD 
and the PoOST-DISPATCH to send up a mam- 
moth balloon to facilitate the observation of 
meteorological phenomenaj work upon the 
monster which sailed skyward this afternoon 
from Sportsman’s Park was begun. It was 
constructed at Winsted, Conn., under the 
supervision of Prof. Alfred E. Moore, 
the aeronaut who guides it now in its voyage 
through the sky. 

MR. MOORE 


laid hi@plans according to the instructions of 
the WORLD and PoOSsT-DISPATOCH to secure the 
best possible appliance for the work on 
hand. He made his estimate in the first place 
ofthe weight to be lifted, and it reached a 
total of 6,000 pounds, or over three tons of 
dead weight, to be sent sky-high and to be 
kept there for hours atastretch. There was a 
car, the home for the time being of the daring 
travelers. This was caiculated to weigh 500 
undes. Then for the broad stretch of gas- 
ag, with its overlying net-work of cords and 
guy ropes and all the paraphernalia of this 
part of the craft a wage of 1,200 pounds was 
carefully calculated. Next there were five 
men, not members ofthe Fat Mens’ Club b 
any means, but lithe passengers of brain an 
muscle. They were put down at 750 pounds in 
the gregate in the list of avoirdupols to be 
carried. ithough allowance was made for 
five engers it was decided later to carry 
but four, Messrs. Moore, Doughty, Hazen and 
Duffy. The next calculation was for the 
ballast in the shape of sand in bags, and after 
everything had been figured out, plans were 
laid for a bag to bold 160,000 cubic feet of gas, 
as this would give power enough and to spare 
in lifting crew and cargo. 

All was then ready foractive work on the 
airship and this was commenced about the lst 
of December, 1886. 

The material to be used in the construction 
of the immense reservoir of gus Mr. Moore 
determined should be muslin, ordinary white 
cotton sheeting to all appearances, yet not 
that which would be taken from the shelves of 
any dry-goods shop. An order was sent to a 
cotton mill, and a mile and a quarter strip in

Having bag and net-work made, the next 
feature of the whole air-ship was the carriage 
below, in which the crew and passengers sit 
ready to make their observations or e the 
trip. Ordinarily this is of basket-make, nar- 
row and deep, very much in the proportion of 
an 18-inch doli stand inan ordinary peach 
basket. This belloon not this old flimsy 
contrivance. To carry four men a good stout 
car was called for and this was provided, while 
the esize of the gas reoeptacle makes it 
possible to carry a heavy box-car. 

THE BOX 

made for the purpose was built by a carriage- 
maker. It is a wooden tank, open at the top, 
six feet by ten feet in area about the top rail, 
and four feet deep, with sloping sides. irsta 
framework of light ash was made, each joint 
and orossing slotted and each rib let into the 
lower sill and upper plate with mortise and 
tenon. To the ordinary eye it looked like a 
crock crate with a stout rim. It was built 
under the eye of Mr. Moore and after the 

ainting was completed came tbe covering. 

his was of one-haif inch tongued and 
grooved fine stuff, narrow and selected as free 
from knots and sap. Inside and out this 
lining or ceiling was placed with the streaks 
running be ve ene without and horizontally 
within. Before this was placed on came the 
fixing of the sustaining cords. There are 
thirty of these, nine on either side and six on 
either end. They pass through the upper 
plate, or rim rail, and run completely around 
the box from end to end of from side to side, 
so that f every splinter of wood should be 
removed the travelers would still find them- 
selves in a safe network of stontcords. These 
cords are about the thickness of lead-pencils, 
but made from the Irish linen thread, and as 
— as it is possible to have any textile ma- 
terfal. 
The construction of the balloon, from the 
time that the work was first begun upon it 
until it was completely finished and stood 
ready packed in the special box car which 
conveyed it to St. Louis from Winsted, oc- 
cuplied no less than somewhat over six 
months, and early in the present month 
it departed from Winsted on its journey here. 
This required but a few days, and on the even- 
ing of June 8 the train which carried it arrived 
at East St. Douls in charge of Prof. Brooks, 
who came in the balloon car. The next day it 
was transferred from the east side tothe Union 
Depot yards, whence it was conveyed in the 
larzest stake wagon that could be found to the 
Armory Hall, where ig has reposed under the

INDICATIONS THAT KERSHAW WILL FAIL 
TO PULL THROUGH. 


Eggieston Alleged to Be Putting Away His 
Property—President Irwin’s Statement— 
Armour Net With the Clique—Firms 
Closing Out Trades—Conditien of the 
Market. 


OHICAGO, III., June 17. - Regarding the state- 
ment made yesterday that Irwin, Green & Co. 
had ‘‘gobbled’’ part of thé money which wus 
brought here from Cincinnati, presumably for 
Kershaw, a local paper says: The facts in the 
case are pretty well covered in the following 
Statement, which was made by David W. 
Irwin, President of the bank, not, however, 
as president, butasthe senior of the firm of 
Irwin, Green & Co.: 

IRWIN'S STATEMENT: 

The Cincinnati people telegraphed our firm 
Tuesday that they would have money here to 
meet all demands Wednesday, that the money 
was on the way, and that it was for Kershaw 
& Co, and our rm. Our own broker came 
with the parties for whom Kershaw & Co. 
were doing business. They (the Cincinnatians) 
said they wanted to sustain Kershaw. They 
arrived here yesterday morning, bringing 
with them $00,000 in cash, drafts on 
New York and certified checks on Cin- 
cinnati, all of which were deposited in the 
bank to Kershaw’s credit. My broker handed 


me to take to the office of Irwin, Green & Co. 
the sum of .$200,000 in cash, certified checks 
and drafts, which was placed to his credit on 
our books. This made $600,000in all received 
from Cincinnati yesterday morning. Now 
Kershaw has promises from his Cincinnati 
parties that the balance of the money needed 
will be forthcoming, and his latest advices 
from them are still encouraging. As the pres- 
ident of the bank, I can say that the only part 
the bank has played in the matter was to ac- 
cept the $400,000 deposit. 
HOW MUCH KERSHAW CHECKED OUT. 

Mr. Irwin was then asked if it was true that 
the bank had retained any portion of the de- 
posit. His only reply was to refer the ques- 
tioner to the cashier.

DETROIT, June 17.—An Evening Journal 
special from Charlevoix, says: The 
steamer Champlain of the Northern Michigan 
Line bound for Cheboygan from Chicago, 
burned at midnight between Norwood and 
Charlevoix, at the month of the Grand Tra- 
verse Bay. The boat was running ten miles an 
hour, when flames suddenly shot up from 
beneath the engine, driving the engineer from 
his post with his clothes on fire. He ran to 
the hurricane deek, — into a tank, and 
then returned to hie work, but was too late 
to stop his engine or wonnect the hose. The 
alarm was given. 
THE SLEEPING PASSENGERS AROUSED 
and when life preservers had been fustened 
on all they gathered on the forward deck.

THE GILMORE TRIAL. 


The Alleged Slayer of Miles Stanton Tells 
His Story. 


The hearing of testimony in the case of 
Michael Gilmore, charged with the murder 
of Miles Stanton, which was commenced ata 
late hour yesterday afternoon, was resumed 
in the Criminal Court this morning. James 
Scott, who was giving his testimo- 
ny when court adjourned last evening, 
was again placed on the stand, and 


his cross-examination was completed. John 
Lutz, barkeeper at Kellv's saloon, Sixth and 
Walnut streets, testified that Gilmore visited 
the saloon between 1 and 2 o’clock on the 
morning of the killing and got a revolver. 
This was after Gilmore's first quarrel with 
Mooney, and before his second quarrel with 
bim when he shot him. 

William Gorman, who was with Stanton 
when the latter was killed, Charles Blackman, 
barkeeper at Howard’s saloon on Seventh 
street and Clark avenue, and Emile Cicardi, 
who was with Mooney, all testified to 
the particultars of the shootling of which they 
were eye witnesses. Cicardi claimed Gilmore 
dunned Mooney for money and after some 
words left. He returned again some time 
later, reopened the quarrel and commenced 
shooting. 

William Stanton, a brother of the murdered 
man, testified to his brother’s age, business, 
ete. Officers Carr and Hammett testified to 
arresting Gilmore and to his stating to them 
that he did not intend to shoot Stanton, but 
wished he had killed that —— Mooney. This 
closed the State’s case. \ 

THE DEFENSE. 

The defence placed butone witness on the 
stand and that was Gilmore himself. He tes- 
tified that Mooney owed him money and would 
not pay it. He asked Mooney for it that morn- 
ing and the latter denied owing it and snap- 
_ his fingers in his face. Then he thought 

e saw Mooney put back his hand as though to 
revolver and he drew his 
weapon. Before he was aware of it the revol- 
ver commenced discharging. When arrested 
he was on his way to the Four Courts to give 
himselt up, but walked north on Sixth street, 
intending to go up Market street, instead of 
Clark avenue where the shooting occurred. 

A recess was taken until 1:30p.m. This 
afternoon the case will be argued and given to 
the jury. Circuit-Attorney Clover and his 
assistant, C. Orrick Bisbop, will speak for the 
State, and D. Castieman Webb and A. W. 
Alexander for the defence.

“STARTLING EVIDENCE. 


TESTIMONY ELICITED TO-DAY IN THE 
ELECTION FRAUD CASES. 


Expert Wiesehahn and Mr. Krum Discuss the 
“Rhythm of Motion.”—Witnesses Who 
Could net Recognize Their Own Alleged 
Handwriting—An Important Point De- 
cided—The Testimony in Full. 


The trial of Henry Mullaney, who was in- 
dicted by the United. States Grand-jury for 
false registration tn the election last fall, was 
continued to-day in the United States District 
Court before Judge Thayer. The first witness 
on the stand was Mr. Wiesehahn,the expert on 
hand-writing, who testified that one 
hundred names onthe registration books for 
the Tenth Ward were written in the same 
hand. Questioned by Mr. Chester H. Krum, 

MR. WIESEHAHN 

said that he recognized the handwriting in the 
names as being identical by what he technically 
called the rhythm of motion. This rhythm, 
he said, could be clearly perceived throuch- 
out all the writing, notwithstanding 
the fact that the writer varied 
his pressure with his pen in different names in 
order to disguise the general character of the 
writing. The same strain could be perceived, 
however, throughout allthenames. Attorney 
Krum indulged in considerable humorous in- 
terrogation ofthe expert and played exten- 
sively on the term, rhythm of motion. Mr. 
Wiesehahn explained to the jury the ration- 
ale of his examination and judgement. 

Mr. Krum asked the witness whether he 
thought a dispenser of drinks and vinous 


compounds could properly be expected to ap- 
preciate the fine shades of difference in hand- 
pes mg Fre nm to the mind of an expert. 

Mr. esehahn thought he could if he had 
come into contact with much handwriting. 

Mr. Wiesehahn then submitted to the jurya 
list of names which he had written himself in 
different styles in order to show how a skill- 
ful — could disguise his hand so that an 
ae person could easily be deceived 
y it. 

Mr. Krum interposed an objection saying 
that this had nothing to do with bis questions 
but the objection was overruled. 

WM. KLAUSMEIR 
was the next witness. In September last wit- 
ness lived at Carr and Nineteenth streets; 
voted at last election and applied for registra- 
tion. The witness was shown his name on the 
books and said it was not his writing. He had 
applied for registration atasailoon on Jefferson 
avenue. He asked the barkeeper there if he 
could register and was toid that he could not 
as the hour was too early, 8 o’clock. Witness 
I to leave his name and address, which 

e did. 

The witness did not remember having met 
the defendant. 

Questioned by Mr. Krum, witness said he left 
his name, address and age with the barkeeper, 
and thought that this was all that was neces- 
sary for registration. 

HENRY W. BOND 

was next called. Was a lawyer and lived at 
3404 Franklin avenue, in Septem - 
ber last, in the Eighteenth ard. 
Prior to that lived at 1908 La Salle street, and 
before that lived at 8410 Washington averue. 
Voted at one election in the Tenth Ward. This 
was in 1879. Cross-questioned, did not know 
the defendant. 

Mr. Bond was asked whether he had applied 
for registration to Peter J. Egan last fall. 
Objected to by defense and objection was sus- 
tained on the ground that although the book 
showed the name of Henry W. Bond, yet the 
Government had not shown any con- 
nection between the name Henry W. 
Bond. on Egean’s book, and the witness, 
Henry W. Bond.

Details of the Disturbance Between the 


The St. Louis Men Deny That Welch 
Struck Greenwood—The Center-Fielder 
Given a Hearing This Afternoon. 


By Telegraph to the POsST-DISPATCH. 

BALTIMORE, Md., June 17.—The most ex- 
citing scene ever witnessed on a base ball 
fleld in this city occurred at Oriole Park yes- 
terday in the ninth inning of a game between 
the Baltimore and St. Louis clubs. A riot was 
only averted by admirable police 
arrangements and a wise compromise 
between the clubs, calling the game 
back to the eighth inning’ on a tie score. The 
trouble grew out of the following circumstance 
when the ninth inning opened: The score was 
tied. Baltimores went to bat and failed to 
score. St. Louis then took its turn. Foutz 
was put out at first; Welsh made a hit 
and reached first and tried to steal 
second. Catcher Fulmer threw the ball to 


Greenwood at second and just as the latter got 
the ball Welch ran into Greenwood, knocking 
him violently to the ground and causing him 
to drop the ball. Greenwood lay on the ground 
doubled up and evidentiy hurt. The 
SEVEN THOUSAND PEOPLE 
present were instantly in a state of excite- 
ment, but all waited forthe umpire’s decis- 
ion, which could not be heard. Meanwhile the 
Baltimore players came in from their si- 
tions to argue with the umpire. The St. uis 
men hung back awhile, but eventu- 
ally came in also. Everybody was 
shouting ‘*‘out,’’ and in an instant 
the crowd in front of the pavilion madea 
rush for the field. Others leaped over into the 
fleld, both from the pavilion and from the 
open stand. Policemen ran out and forcec 
the crowd back. All the players were crowdec 
about the home-plate, engaged in an excited 
argument among themselves and with the 
umpire. 

Capt. Tom Burns, who had hurt his ankle 
and retired from the game some time before, 
came on the field dressed in everyday clothes. 
Manager Barnie also came out and got into 
the argument. Everybody was standing u 
und shouting. The players, Manager Barnie 
and Capt. Comiskey were gathered around Me- 
Quaid, the 2 Comiskey made aremark 
that excited Burns and the latter started 
toward him, e with hostile inten- 
tions, but the other Baltimore players and 
the police held him back. Meanwhile Green- 
wood bad been picked up by the other players 
and .radually recovered himself sufficient 7 to 
take part in the argument. One of the police- 
men beckoned to Welch, who was sitting on 
second base.

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Tur proposed return of the captured 
flags originated, it seems with Gen. 
Drum, a Union veteran long connected 
with the War Department under Repub- 
lican administrations. The idea was sug- 
gested to him by the frequent return of 
captured trophies from the South to the 
North, and vice versa, and also by the 
restoration to Northern States, upon re- 
quest, of the flags taken from their 
regiments by the rebels and recapt- 
ured by the United States Army.

consented. That there was a legal obstacle 
and that his consent was a blunder he 
discovered and confessed very promptly 
as soon as passionate objections and re- 
monstrances began to pour in on him. In 
promptly putting a stop to the proposed 
restoration and announcing that the flags 
in question must be held subject to the 
orders of Congress, he has taken the only 
proper course and the course he probably 
would have taken if he had given the 
matter proper consideration in the first 
nstance.

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat has discov- 
ered that Fort Davis, in Texas, is named in 
honor of Jefferson Davis, who was Secretary 
of War at the time it was established, and gets 
very wrothy and anary over it, demanding a 
change of name.

The orator at the tomb of Gen. Grant on 
Decoration Day is reported to have said that 
n these days of slush and gush one man in- 
tends to teach his children that the war for the 
Union was right, eternally right, and that the 
war against the Union was wrong, eternally 
wrong. It was ‘‘wicked, desperately 
wicked.“ The Confederates used to be called 
‘*traitors, and they were. Did the orator 
think that Grant was an apostie of slush and 
gush? Yet nobody more impressively than 
Grant declared that without the least surren- 
der of any great result gained by the war or 
forgetfulness of any great principle at issue in 
the controversy, the mere animosity and 
rhetorical fury of active war should be for- 
gotten. Charles Sumner was not an apologist 
in slush and gush of slavery or of the war 
against the Union, but he would not inscribe 
upon regimental flags the names of the battles 
between fellow-citizens.

memorial flowers. 


The Importance of the Royal Voice. 


From the London Worid. 

There seems to bea universal feeling that 
the voice of a monarth, whether. it be vox Dei 
or populi, or only primi ministri, should at 
any rate beable to make itself heard by the 
ears of his subjects, and a voiceless com- 
mander-in-chief is, from the sentimental 
point of view, (and your German is nothing 
if not sentimental,) impossible, As well 
might a great nation be governed by the cast- 
metal king imagined by Jean Paul Richter. 
The great Chancellor, with his practical 
sagacity, felt this, and interposed to prevent 
the Prince’s voice from being sacrificed toa 
doubtful diagnosis; and itis interesting that 
Prince Bismarck’s view should receive its 
strongest justification, from the scientific 
standpoint, from Dr. Virchow, who is his 
most determed political opponent. It may 
be hoped thatthe skill of our English throat 
medicine man may avail to savethe German 
Empire and its rulers from any embarrassing 
complications. When the keenest political in- 
sight, the most advanced science, and the 
ripest medical cxperience agree as to the 
course to be taken, it is desirable that advice 
given with such well-founded authority should 
be allowed to prevail. 


Bob Ingersoll on Immigration. 
From an Interview inthe Washington Post. 

All foreigners are not good. The same re- 
mark may be made about natives. Some for- 
eigners are good, and probabiy the same re- 
mark may be safely made about the Americans 
themselves. On the whole, the effect of imm!- 
gration is good. This country is capable of 
taking care of 600,000,000 people. A great ma- 
jority of the foreigners who come, come with 
the intention of building a home, of purchas- 
ing land; come for the purpose of getting an 
opportunity to work; come for better wages, 
to better their condition, and a very large 
majority are willing to work to the extent of 
their strength. Ihave not the slightest sym- 
pathy with the people who are endeavoring to 
prevent the landing of immigrants on our 
shores. This country certainly would not 
have been much without Immigration. For 
my part, I do not see why the emigrants of 
1887 have not just the same right to land on 
these shores that the emigrants of 1620 had, and 
some that are coming now are a good deal bet- 
ter than some of those who came then; they 
are altogether more civilized, have better 
ideas as to the rights of others, and haveina 
far greater degree the habit of attending to 
thelr own business.

. HOW THE BROWNS DRAW. 


Queer Scenes at the Opening Game in Oriole 
Park. 


Judging from the account of the Sun the 
people of Baltimore go mad over a first-class 
game of base ball. This refers to the game of 
Wednesday between the Browns and Balti- 
mores: 

When the gates of the grounds were thrown 
open atl o’clock, three hours before the time 
for calling play, there were a thousand people 


waiting to get in. Some brought lunches. From 
that time on it was a steady stream. 
Everybody who wanted to see the great- 
est clubs in the country play and could 
et the time off from business or work or 
ousehold duties went. The cars were 
crowded going to the grounds as early as 
noon. Wagons, trucks, carriages, cabs and 
every other conceivable kind of vehicle 
on which a person could ride were pressed 
into service. All of them, with the cars, 
did not begin to accommodate to a frac- 
tion the immense gathering; so most 
people came on foot. The ladies were 
out in force, society being fully repre- 
sented. It is estimated that 2,000 iadies 
saw the game. They came early, and 
by 2 o’clock every seat on the 
stand reserved for them was filled, and still 
they kept coming. An hour and a half 
before the game started the grand stand and 
the pavilion were also filled. By 8 o'clock 
every seat on the ‘bleaching boards’ along 
left feld was taken. Then the people bad to 
seek other accommodations. They began 
coming into the field at the players’ gate, and 
soon took up the extra chairs in front of the 
grand stand. Many ladies were there, too, 
and hundreds had gone away, unable to find 
any place to sit or even stand. Next the 
ople began to jump the barbed wire 
ence, and regardiess of torn clothing and 
torn flesh they came over by hundreds. The 
wagon-gate was also scaled, but this did not 
last long; the gate gave awer under the 
pressure, and the crowd poured in. Repes 
had been stretched early in the day, extend- 
ing from the east end of the grand stand along 
lett feld fence, then along the lower fence 
across center field, up along right fleld fence 
to thejower end of the pavilion.
